Japan has tradition- 
ally been known as a 
premier example of a 
"green' country, and 
we had in place im- 
pressive government- 
ratified goals to reduce 
the carbon imprint in 
our country. 

As most of you 
know, the earthquake 
and tsunami seriously 
damaged Japan's sup- 
ply chain, thereby af- 
fecting the production of automobiles and other 
products, not just in Japan, but in the U.S. and 
elsewhere. As a result, it has become clear that 
there are a number of Japanese manufacturers, 
especially small ones, which play an indispens- 
able role in the supply chain of the world. 

Luckily, these companies have been repair- 
ing the damaged factories at a much faster speed 
than expected and most returned to pre-earth- 
quake, pre-tsunami levels of production. 

However, it has been recognized that the 
'•just-in-time"' approach - which has been 
adopted by manufacturers in Japan and other 
countries as a means of holding inventories 
to a minimum - is not enough. Now, they are 
talking about the importance of maintaining a 
balance between •'just-in-time" and "just-in- 
case." One big challenge Japan faces is how- 
to build a system that can respond to a disaster 
more resiliency. 

The constraints on energy and other 
resources will increase, along with worldwide 
environmental issues. Prime Minister Noda re- 
newed Japan's commitment at the U.N. General 
Assembly to achieve a low-carbon society and a 
transition to a green economy through tech- 
nological innovation. By doing so, Japan will 
make a useful contribution for the sustainable 
growth of the global economy. 

Following the Great East Japan Earthquake 
and tsunami, many people, companies and gov- 
ernments around the world immediately came to 
the aid of Japan and the U.S. stepped forward as 
an especially strong ally. Perhaps, even today, 
our cooperative relationship will include even 
more conversations between the United States 
and Japan on developing industrial collaboration 
for a sustainable society.
